MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS OF STRAFFORD 
COUNTY DELEGATION FOR THE YEAR 1947 
February 26, 1947 


At the close of the afternoon session of the House, 
Chairman Ned L. Parker called a meeting of the 
members of Strafford County Delegatiion. They 
met in the Recreation Room.

Chairman Parker stated that the County Com- 
missioners wanted permission to borrow money for 
the ensuing year. The amount of $150,000 was 
presented to the delegation. On motion of Repre- 
sentative William Smith and seconded by Repre- 
sentative John Mallen that the County Commission- 
ers be given permission to borrow money to the 
amount not exceeding $175,000. Same as of the 
year 1946, which was unanimously approved. 

The Chairman requested that the Clerk of the 
Delegation notify by telephone the Clerk of the 
County Commissioners of the action taken by the 
members of the Delegation and to send to the office 
of the County Commissioners a copy of the minutes 
of the meeting for their files. 
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Representative Llewellyn Fernald spoke briefly 
on the Aeronautics Committee stating that Strafford 
County was not represented by one member and he 
suggested that one representative be named by the 
members of the Delegation and to notify the Speak- 
er of the House of this action. Representative La- 
casse named Miles H. Dustin to be on the Aeronau- 
tics Committee; this motion was seconded by Rep- 
resentative William Smith, and was unanimously 
approved. 

On motion of Representative Napoleon Habel and 
seconded by Representative John Mallen that the 
meeting be adjourned.

April 28, 1947 

The members of the Strafford County Delegation 
met at the Strafford County Home, April 28, 1947 
at 11:00 A. M. with twenty-two members present. 
After a very bounteous dinner, members were af- 
forded an opportunity to inspect the home, jail, 
barns and other buildings on the premises. The 
Financial committee met in executive session at 2.00 
P. M. with members Ned Parker, Frank Webster, 
Frederick Smalley, Napoleon Habel and George J. 
Potvin present. In the absence of the Clerk Miss 
Therese Carrier, Mrs. Mary E. McCullough was 
elected Clerk pro-tem. A discussion of the various 
articles of the budget took place, after which the 
financial committee jointed with the entire delega- 
tion discussing the budget in detail. On motion of 
Mr. Smalley it was decided to hold another meeting 
before taking further action on the budget. It was 
also voted to discontinue the use of the present wo- 
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men’s jail at the County Farm and arrange to have 
women prisoners boarded at Hillsborough County 
Jail. The opinion being that the present detention 
room was a fire trap. The meeting adjourned after 
giving a rising vote of thanks to Superintendent and 
Mrs. Berry for their fine hospitality.

May 1, 1947

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STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ 
REPORT 








During our first year as County Commissioners, 
we have concentrated mostly upon the following: 

(1) Efficient management of County Home. 

(2) Increasing the number and quality of live- 

stock on the Farm. 

(3) Cleaning and discipline in House of Cor- 

rection and Jail. 

(4) A complete screening and continuous in- 

vestigation of relief cases. 

(5) Continued co-operation with other Welfare 

Agencies. 

(6) Open House policy. 

Upon taking over our duties as County Com- 
missioners, we found the County Home in more or 
less of a run-down condition, due mostly, in our 
Opinion, to war-time shortages of materials and la- 
bor and of the unfortunate death of the late Super- © 
intendent, Mr. McCullough. Our first steps, there- 
fore, were to elect as Superintendent and Matron, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry O. Berry, who immediately 
took charge and who, within the matter of weeks, 
showed improvements in management, cleanliness, 
and discipline. Many of the improvements can be 
- noted in the Superintendent and Matron’s report. 

It was of some surprise to us that the County 
Farm had no poultry whatsoever when we took 
Office. Pullets were immediately purchased and 
_ at the present time, we have seven hundred laying 


.:. hens,. which in the better laying periods even en- 


ables us to sell some eggs. A new boar was pur- 
chased to improve the quality of our pigs as we 
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found that continuous inter-breeding has greatly 
reduced their quality. Our cattle, which we still 
do not brag about, has shown a great increase in 
quality due to our adoption of artificial semination 
in breeding, and the purchasing of a registered 
Holstein bull and six registered Holstein Heiffers. 
As time goes on, our poorer stock will be sold or 
slaughtered and through maintaining better cattle, 
less stock will be necessary for a larger milk out- 
put, which should result also in our buying less 
grain. It is with some pride that we compare the 
results of our garden with the amounts of produce 
shown in the 1946 County Report. 

The Jail and House of Correction, -which can 
easily be described us the greatest problem of any 
County Commissioners, is visited almost every week 
by the Commissioners. Although no capital im- 
provements have been made, the Jail has been 
cleaned and is being kept clean. In 1944, a Federal 
Investigator branded it as one of the worst jails in 
the State. Today, under the supervision of com- 
petent jailers, a great deal of painting has been 
done inside, and the whole jail from floors to the 
cell blocks are clean and sanitary. Perhaps the best 
recommendation of the Jail comes directly from 
the Morning Manchester Union and its reporter, Reg 
Abbott, who in 1947 made a State-wide inspection 
of County Jails and denounced almost every one of 
them as unsanitary and inefficiently managed. Reg 
Abbott wrote, and we quote: ‘Strafford County 
threw a whole new broom at its Jail. The Jail is 
clean; so are the prisoners,”’ end of quotation. Pris- 
oners are made to keep clean and all, with the ex- 
ception of Jail Prisoners, who are physically able, 
are made to work about the Farm in various capa- 
cities. They are well-fed, warmly-clothed, and live 
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in cleanliness. We are far from being ashamed of 
our Jail. 

Some critics of County Government have stated 
that relief cases are not properly checked. This, 
we can truthfully say, does not hold true in Straf- 
ford County. Our cases are screened and checked, 
continually, during the time they are on relief. In 
addition to continually checking a County recipi- 
ent’s financial condition, we work with them, their 
employers, or the State Unemployment Office, to 
get them back to work. Our investigator keeps an 
up-to-date “‘case history’? on all cases and at any 
time we have the background and present condition 
of all cases at our fingertips. Our relief cases are 
cared for but not pampered and it is with a feeling 
of satisfaction when we find a family back on their 
feet, sickness over with, or back to work, and we 
can “‘close the case.’ During our first year of 
office we have tried and succeeded in having pleas- 
ant relationships with other Welfare Agencies, such 
as the Selectmen of the Towns, Overseers of the 
Poor in the Cities, and the employees of the State 
Department of Public Welfare. In many cases it 
has been necessary for us to work hand-in-hand 
with the above-named agencies and although it is 
only natural that sometimes opinions will differ, ex- 
cellent cooperation for the most part has prevailed. 

During our first few months of office, it was sur- 
prising to us to hear so many people remark that 
they had never had the opportunity of visiting the 
County Home. With the cooperation of Mr. and 
Mrs. Berry, we held our first annual “Open House’’ 
on June 29, 1947. Although held on probably one 
of the hottest days of the year, the attendance was 
more than gratifying. Approximately two hundred 
people took the opportunity of seeing at first-hand, 
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the County Home, Farm and Jail. All doors were 
thrown open and visitors could stroll about any part 
of any building. Next year, we plan to have Open 
House later in the season, probably after Labor Day, 
to assure cooler weather, and to give those who are 
away during vacation periods, also a chance to visit. 
It is our hope that future Commissioners will con- 
tinue the adoption of our ‘‘Open House”’ policy. 

Even though operating in a highly inflationary pe- 
riod, we entered our fiscal year with a balance of 
$34,000.00 and all bills paid. This balance can pos- 
sibly be the means of a small reduction in County 
Taxes in 1948. We have a busy 1948 ahead of us. 
We are planning on doing further improvements in 
the County Home such as new toilet installations and 
a new downstairs kitchen, which is badly needed. 
Farm equipment such as a hay-bailer and a new 
truck are also badly needed. Early in 1948 we plan 
to speak to the County Delegates with reference to 
remodeling, building an annex or the building of a 
new Court House. Something has got to be done in 
this respect. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere 
thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Berry, Jail and Farm per- 
sonnel, Town, City and County officials, various 
Welfare Agencies, Mr. Donald Sweeney, of the Pro- 
bation Department, office personnel, and to many 
others who helped to make our first year as Com- 
missioners so pleasant.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


Strafford County closed the year of 1947 free of 
debt, and has no bonded indebtedness. At the begin- 
ning of the year, we had a cash balance of $19,060.04, 
and on closing our books at the end of the year, the 
cash balance was $34,562.09, plus $359.00 from the 
Federal Works Agency funds to cover preliminary 
costs of the proposed Court House Annex. 

The sum of $175,000.06 was borrowed in anticipa- 
tion of taxes to carry through the year, and was re- 
paid. 

All cities and towns of the county have paid their 
respective taxes. 

The Capital _ Improvement Fund invested in U. S. 
Treasury bonds totals $71,500.00 and Strafford Sav- 
ings Account No. A61092 for $4,683.40 gives a total of 
$76,183.40 to date. The $4,683.40 in the savings ac- 
count is the interest from the bonds and saving account. 
This fund is held by the treasurer pending action by 
the County Delegation.

To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 
Gentlemen :— 

-_ Having served as your Superintendent and Matron 
for one year, we respectfully submit the following re- 
port 

As you gentlemen know, the conditions both inside 
and out on January 1, 1947, we will list a few neces- 
sary and evident accomplishments and offer a few sug- 
gestions for the coming year. 

The interiors of Home, Jail, Barns and all out build- 
ings cleaned and restored to order. 

The help’s quarters painted, papered and arranged 
to look more homelike. 

In the women’s wing, floors refinished and chapel 
redecorated, new metal rockers bought for the piazza 
and used inside in winter, new clothing issued to every- 
one. 

The men’s wing is being painted inside and already 
several rooms are finished, including their living room, 
new metal rockers for their piazza and used inside in 
winter also bought for the men. All new clothing is- 
sued. An electric water cooler installed in the corri- 
dor. 

A new extractor has been added to the laundry, also 
a more modern mangle. This makes a complete laun- 
dry that we can really feel proud of. 

Seven hundred laying hens are housed in the hen 
house. 

One thoroughbred Holstein bull and seven thorough- 
bred Holstein heifers have been added to the herd. 
Hope to build a herd to higher production with fewer

cows, thus saving on grain. A small herd of beef 
cattle in addition to the present herd would be very 
satisfactory here. 

On July 14, the piggery was started. The founda- 
tion and building are well on the way to completion. 

Much new fence was built and many minor repairs 
made. 

The drinking water system was motorized to elimi- 
nate steam in summer. 

A new manure spreader purchased. Such a tre- 
mendous expense is involved in keeping so much old 
machinery, trucks and car in repair that it would be 
well to give serious thought to replacing same. 

In cooperation with Mr. Adams of the Farm Bureau 
a complete geographic survey of the farm has been 
made, including soil tests for rotating crops. 

We wish to take this opportunity of thanking the 
Board of County Commissioners for their support and 
guidance in coping with our problems. To Dr. John 
Hartigan for his conscientious and ready response in 
the care of our inmates and prisoners; to the Curates, 
Fr. Massicotte and Fr. Turgeon, and the Chaplain, 
Rev. A. Aubert, who have so ably carried out their 
duties; to the organizations and many friends who 
have contributed to the welfare and happiness of the 
inmates at Christmas and other times during the year 
we say thank you. 

To our staff of co-workers who have made this re- 
port a reality by their faithfulness and cooperation, we 
are deeply indebted.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN 


To the Commissioners of Strafford County. 
Gentlemen: 

Rev. A. L. Massicotte served as Catholic Chap- 
lain at the County Home and House of Correction 
during the first nine months of the year. My ap- 
pointment to succeed him was made in October. 

In performance of duty, regular monthly trips 
were made to the Institution in order to say Mass 
and minister the Sacraments to the Catholic in- 
mates thereof. In addition, special trips were re- 
quired, to answer an emergency or to assist one or 
another in solving personal problems. In every case, 
the response has been most gratifying and encour- 
aging. The number of those attending Mass; con- 
fessions heard and Holy Communion distributed are 
ample proof of the interest and appreciation shown 
by those in need to the attention given to their spir- 
itual care. Thus, it has been a consolation to add, 
in some measure, to the happiness and comfort of all 
concerned, who, in health or in sickness made this 
Institution their permanent home or temporary 
abode. 

The location and facilities for Holy Mass as well 
as for other Church Services are convenient and ade- 
quate.

Cooperative Extension Service is made possible in 
Strafford County by appropriations of the Federal 
and State governments and the county appropria- 
tion of $7,087.60 for 1947. Without the county 
appropriation the other agencies would not con- 
tribute to this work. The Strafford County Farm 
Bureau is the recognized local official organiza- 
tion cooperating in a supervisory capacity to which 
the money is turned over for Extension Work only 
and which is audited by State officials. 

The money appropriated by the Delegation pays 
part of the salaries and expenses of the Agricultural 
Agent, the Home Demonstration Agent, the 4-H 
Club Agent and the Forestry Agent. 

The office is located at 59 North Main St. in 
Rochester and houses the Extension Service, Farm 
Bureau, the Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, the U. 8S. D. A. Council and records of the 
Soil Conservation Service. 

The work done by the agencies might be separ- 
ated to some extent as agricultural, home demon- 
stration and boys and girls 4-H club work. In many 
respects the work is so closely correlated that it 
cannot be identified separately. 

In general however, the Agricultural Agent at- 
tends to those calls that pertain mostly to farm re- 
quests which this year alone have amounted to 1601 
calls either at the office or by telephone but not in- 
cluding requests by mail. Many requests come from 
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urban centers where people desire help on garden 
or ornamental bushes and trees. 

Space does not permit a detailed report of all the 
work done by Extension people, however those 
listed below are some: such as, testing soils, furn- 
ishing spray programs and fruit growers, giving in- 
formation on seeding, fertilizers, feeding and man- 
agement of farm animals, laying out crop rotations, 
drainage problems, rodent control, farm machinery, 
building problems, veteran’s “on-the-job” training, 
farm labor placement, forestry, and marketing. 

The Agent serves as Secretary of the Field Branch 
of the Production and Marketing Administration 
which has furnished farmers in Strafford County 
2491 tons of lime and 276.8 tons of superphosphate 
which helps the farmer so that he can still make a 
profit on his commodities and get help to keep the 
price down on farm commodities to consumers. 

With the increased demand for lumber much 
work has been done on forestry. Land owners in- 
volving nearly 4,000 acres have been given market- 
ing and forest management advice. About 600 M 
board feet of timber and wood valued at $9,000 
have been harvested under improved practices, in- 
volving 160 acres of woodland. | 

Timber owners in the burnt over areas in Roch- 
ester have been Helped in the marketing of their 
lumber. In this work rough estimates have been 
made possible by work done by the County Forest- 
er and the Soil Conservationist. 

Organization of the Strafford Soil Conservation 
Sub-District was on May 20, 1946. Since that time 
the District has acquired an angle dozer which has 
been used to level draining ditch banks and clear- 
ing pastures and croplands of rocks and bushes. 
Requests for this type of work and general farm 
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planning have been received from 77 landowners. 
To date, 40 of these have been completed. Each 
owner receives an aerial photograph of his farm 
and complete cropping plans. 

Home Demonstration Work, through the Home 
Demonstration Agent, is carried on through meet- 
ings of neighborhood groups known as “Home Dem- 
onstration Groups.” There are 32 of these groups 
with a membership of 764 women. 

Adding the help given by home demonstration 
group members to others in the community, those 
receiving information by mail and through office 
and telephone calls, and those reached in other 
ways the total number of families reached with sci- 
entific up-to-date information during the past year 
includes 840 farm families and 1,088 non-farm fam- 
ilies. Help has also been given to girls in 4-H club 
groups. 

Since the success of any Extension program in 
Home Economics is dependent upon the number and 
quality of leadership the Agent has concentrated 
particularly on this aspect of administration during 
the two xears the Agent has served in Strafford 
County. The fact that the number of these leaders 
trained in 1947 was an increase of 298 per cent over 
the 1945 figure is highly significant. These are wo- 
men who actually attended training schools taught 
by the Agent or by a Specialist from the University, 
with the understanding that in return for this priv- 
ilege they are to pass their information to others 
by holding classes on these projects in their own 
communities. 

To the Strafford County women whose belief in 
the value of the home demonstration work program 
and what it strives to accomplish has led them to 
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give so unstintingly of their time and ability should 
go the credit for its success. 

Work done by the 4-H Club agent is in the educa- 
tion of boys and girls 9 to 21 years of age. 4-H club 
work is a specialized education enterprise primarily 
for rural youth. As such, it shares in the objectives 
common to all educational institutions and move- 
ments in its concern with the development of indi- 
vidual abilities and capacities for learning, intellec- 
tual and moral character, qualities of effective cit- 
izenship, and the like. Like the Home Demonstra- 
tion work this project is carried on through clubs 
anl leaders. . 

Leader training in recreation is also one of the 
duties of the 4-H Agent.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 4-H 
CLUB WORK 


The percentage of Boys and Girls enrolled in 4-H 
club work in Strafford County compared to total 
youth population of club age in the county is great- 
er than the same comparison for any other county 
in the state. 

These young people all worked on projects which 
varied from making pin cushions to maintaining a 
dairy herd. Our young people have done excellent 
work. They held a large county dress review and 
several won awards in the state dress review. They 
had county poultry and dairy judging teams, one 
boy qualified for the State Dairy Judging team and 
judged at Waterloo, Iowa. He won individual hon- 
ors there, placing first in a class of forty four on 
judging Guernseys. One girl was awarded a free 
trip to Chicago and was feted there for a week, at 
the National 4-H Congress, for her outstanding work 
in the clothing project. A boy received a similar 
award for his work in the Better Methods project. 

Strafford County 4-H members had a bigger and 
better exhibit at the Rochester Fair. There were 
1611 4-H entries at this Fair, a 4-H Dairy exhibit 
was held, poultry and other livestock were also 
shown. 

Enrollment of members increased 37 per cent 
over 1946.. Clubs and groups increased 100 per 
cent over 1946. Increases were also made in the 
number of leaders, number of ‘projects, number at- 
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tending camp, per cent of projects completed, and 
many other important phases of club work. 

The success of 1947 club work in Strafford 
County is due to excellent volunteer leadership and 
the hearty cooperation of organizations, clubs, 
banks, merchants and the many interested individ- 
uals who all are anxious to aid in this youth advance- 
ment program.

Home Demonstration Groups 

The greater part of the adult Extension Service 
program in home economics in Strafford County is 
now carried on through meetings of neighborhood 
groups known as “home demonstration groups.” 
Membership in these groups is free, and is acquired 
simply by declaring the desire to attend meetings. 

There are at present 32 of these groups in Straf- 
ford County and they count as their membership 
764 women, all of whom have actually participated 
in meetings held during the past 12 months. 

spread of Influence 

Adding the help given by home demonstration 
group members to others in the community, those 
receiving information by mail and through office 
and telephone calls, and those reached in other 
ways, the total number of families reached with sci- 
entific up-to-date home economics information dur- 
ing the past year has been 2,028. This figure in- 
cludes 840 farm families and 1,088 non-farm fam- 
ilies. Of these, 505 have been first time contacts. 
The increase of non-farm family contacts is largely 
due to the increase in young married women, living 
in the villages and cities, who are attending meet- 
ings now. 

Local Leadership 

Since the success of any Extension program is de- 
pendent upon the quality and quantity of volunteer 
local leadership, the Agent has concentrated par-

ticularly on this aspect of administration during the 
two years she has served in Strafford County. The 
fact that the number of these leaders trained in 
1947 was an increase of 298 per cent over the 1945 
figure is highly significant. These are women who 
actually attended training schools taught by the 
Agent, or by specialists from the University, with 
the understanding that in return for this privilege 
they are to pass on their information to others by 
holding classes on these projects in their own com- 
munities. As avidence that these women have more 
than fulfilled their part of the bargain is the fact 
that, during the past year, Strafford County has not 
only the highest attendance at leader training 
schools but also the highest number of community 
meetings held by leaders and the highest attend- 
ance at these of any county in the State. 
Program 

The program of work carried out during the past 
year has been the result of group planning by rep- 
resentatives of each group, to make recommenda- 
tions for the county program, followed by group 
program planning meetings held with the Agent. 

The program in any one year may be roughly di- 
vided into five areas, i. e. (1) Administration, (2) 
Clothing, (3) Food and Nutrition, and (4) Housing, 
Home Furnishings and Home Management, and 
(5) Child Development and Guidance. 

The aim of the first is the growth and develop- 
ment of the entire program, and the objectives of 
the others are, each in their own way, to meet the 
needs and wishes of Strafford County homemakers 
for the up-to-date, scientific information and im- 
proved homemaking practices which will help them 
to achieve their ideals for better homes and home 
life for their families. 
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Detailed information concerning the various pro- 
jects and subject included in these, and the man- 
ner in which they were carried out is available in 
the annual statistical and narrative reports of home 
demonstration work, copies of which are kept on 
file in the county office. 

In addition to group classes and individual as- 
sistance given by the Agent and local leaders, a 
monthly news letter containing homemaking infor- 
mation and a calendar of home demonstration ac- 
tivities for the month is sent free of charge to all 
Strafford County homemakers who request it, as it 
is a monthly letter entitled “Young ’Uns,” which is 
prepared especially to meet the needs and interests 
of parents.
